2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention requires a heat sink, a solar cell, an intermediate structure 
and a bypass diode. The closest reference is Glenn (US Patent 6313396) and Hartman 
(US Patent 4577051). Based on the Board of Patent Appeal and Interferences' decision 
on March 16, 2009, a heat sink is of metal according to the definition provided by 
Applicant. Glenn fails to teach a heat sink of metal and the substrate having graphite of 
Glenn cannot function as a heat sink effectively. The thin reinforcement tape of Hartman 
is not metal and cannot function as a heat sink effectively.
